Home  For  The  Aged  Launches  $300,000. 
Five-Year  Campaign  For  Hillel  Lodge 


THIS  WILL  BE  OUR  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED  . . . 


Almost  nine  years  to  the  day  of  its  founding  by  Mrs.  Abraham 
Lithwick  and  Jacie  C.  Horwitz,  Q.C.,  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Home 
for  the  Aged  has  embarked  on  a capital  fund  campaign  for 
$300,000.  which  will  make  it  possible  to  build  and  equip  "Hillel 
Lodge  — Ottawa’s  long-awaited  home  for  senior  members  of  the 
Jewish  community. 


Total  cost  of  the  attractive  two-storey  structure  to  be  located 
on  an  ideal  site  on  Wurtemburg  Street  will  be  $425,000.  The 
land  has  already  been  paid  for  and  a provincial  grant  of  $75,000. 
assured.  Cash  reserves  of  the  organization  and  other  income  leaves 
$300,000.  to  be  raised  by  way  of  the  campaign  being  held  during 
the  four- week  period  ending  July  15.  Pledges  and  endowments 
are  payable  over  a five-year  period. 


A strong  campaign  committee 
headed  by  Gilbert  Greenberg  has 
already  held  the  first  of  several 
campaign  functions  and  the  initial 
response  has  been  extremely  grati- 
fying. Serving  with  him  on  the 
campaign  executive  are  Jacie  C. 
Horwitz,  Q.C.,  president,  Ottawa 
Jewish  Home  for  the  Aged;  Joe 
Feller,  vice-chairman;  Hy  J.  Harris, 
treasurer  and  Ben  B Levin,  se- 
cretary.

The  building  was  designed  by 
Sidney  Lithwick.  Tenders  have  al- 
ready been  received  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  contract  will  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  early 
in  July.  A public  sod-turning  cere- 
mony is  to  be  held  at  that  time  on 
the  building  site. 

The  initial  structure  will  accom- 
modate twenty-five  elderly  persons 
plus  staff  and  should  be  ready  for 
occupancy  within  a year.  It  has 
been  designed  for  future  expan- 
sion as  needed.

The  Home  for  the  Aged  has  been 
accepted  as  a member  agency  of 
the  United  Fund  of  Ottawa.  The 
operating  budget  will  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  this  organiza- 
tion and  any  deficits  will  be  ab- 
sorbed by  it. 

At  the  present  time,  there  are 
over  one  hundred  and  fifty  men 
and  women  in  the  community  over 
the  age  of  seventy,  many  of  whom 
require  the  facilities  which  will 
shortly  be  constructed. 

The  interest  of  the  Jewish  com- 
munity is  reflected  in  the  member- 
ship of  over  1,300  persons,  who 
have  been  supporting  the  organ- 
ization since  its  inception. 

The  Board  of  Directors  and 
Campaign  Committee  urges  you  to 
support  the  campaign  to  the  best 
of  your  ability  when  you  are 
called  upon  during  the  next  few 
weeks. 


The  Admissions  Committee 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Sa- 
muel Mirsky  will  screen  all  appli- 
cations  to  determine  need,  which 
shall  have  the  highest  priority. 
Those  who  can  afford  it  will  pay 
the  per  diem  cost  plus  a small  sur- 
charge of  10%  which  will  be  held 
in  trust  for  future  expansion. 

All  others  will  pay  fees  in  accor- 
dance with  their  means  or  nothing 
if  the  situation  warrants  it.  The 
home  will  be  operated  on  a pay  as 
you  go  policy  without  anyone 
having  to  turn  over  his  capital  as 
is  still  the  case  in  a diminishing 
number  of  communities.
